Uafortu 
nately.    the    chief    reason    must  be 
traced  to  many  former  residents  hav 
ing  left  the  city,  and  that  fact  gives 

point  and  niiph.isiN  to  the  contention 
that  population  is  decreasing  rather 
than  iaereasing  under  the  regime  oi 
Mr.  Mackenzie  King.  Some  othrr 
cxplanatioas  might  be  advanced  to 
aharwwtiy  thvre lis*  lim  lueh  a  fail 
ing  off  in  the  aggregate  of  name;,  on 
the  voters'  list,  but  the  outsUnding 
one  is  that  many  hundreds  of  those 
who  were  on  the  1921  list  are  no 
longer  residents  of  Victoria.  They 
have  had  to  go  elsewhere.  Victorians 
do  not  want  thia  sitimtion  to  develop 
and  on  that  account  will,  no  doubt, 
vote  for  policies  which  will  put  an 
end  to  the  exodus  from  the  Do 
minion. 


In  1921,  under  the  Government  ot 
Mr.  .Arthur  Meighen,  the  value  of  the 
settlers'  effects  which  reached  tiiis 
country  was  |10.749,819.  In  1924  the 
value  6f  aettlera'  efecta  which  left 
this  country,  lirlonging  tf>  persons 
who  took  part  in  the  exodus  of  that 
year,  was  I10.79S.941.  If  settlers'  ef- 
fects, in  their  value,  give  an  idea  of 
the  number  of  settlers,  then  it  would 
appear  that  more  settlers  left  Canada 
during  one  year  of  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King's  Government  than  came  into  the 
country  in  twelve  months  of  Mr. 
Meighen's  administration.  The  figures
